TO-DAY'S RENT CASE. 


LANDLORD'S CLAIM FAILS. 


A claim to .recover possession of 
the ground floor of premises 
situated in- Pottinger Street and 
at present occupied by the Cheung 
Hing firm, was heard before the 
Puisne Judge (Mr. J. R. Wood) 
in the Summary Court today. The 
writ set out that the premises in 
question were used as a godown and 
not as a domestic: tenement within 
the meaning of the Rents Ordinance. 

For the plaintiff, Wong Tsai,’ Mr 
F.E. Nash appeared and the claim 
was opposed on behalf the defendants 
by Mr M. K. Lo. 

The first floor of the same buiiding 
is also occupied by the defendants 
and at the outset it was agreed be 
tween counsel that this portion cf the 
premises was @ domestic tenement 
within the meaning of the Ordinance. 
The issue was as to whether the two 
floors we-é let under a single tenancy 
cr two Separate cnes and Mr. Nash 
undertook to call evidence’ to prove 
that tbe latter was the case. 

In the witness box the plaintiff 
stated that the ground floor was let 
first at a rental of $60 and the first 
floor later at a rental of $40. 

Mr. Lo, however, was able to pro- 
duce rent receipts showing that 
both floors were let togetker at 
a rental of $80 and the ‘Judge 
decierd that the claim should be dis- 
miseed. His Honour held that the two 
floors constituted a domestic tenement 
and that any claim for possession 
tmust theref re be brought under 
the Rents Ordinance. The present 
application had, he pointed out, been 
made outside the provisions of the 
Ordinance and must therefore fail. 

Judgment was given for the 
defendan:s with costs. 


‘$7,000 FIRE. 


YAUMATI MEDICINE SHOP 
ABLAZE. 


A fire broke out on the ground 
floor of No. 76, Reclamation Street, 
Yaumati, occupied by the Cheng

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RENTS ORDINANCE.

CRITICISM IN THE COURT, 


HARDSHIP ALLEGED, 


LANDLORDS AND TENANTS BOTH 


COMPLAIN, 

Criticism was directed at certain 
provisions of the Rents’ Ordinance 
during the hearing of two actions by 
landlords for ejectment before Mr. 
JLR. Wood, the Puisne Judge, in the 
Summary Court vesterday. 

In the fint case, the claim by the 
Tung Wah Hospital against the 
Kwong Sang Hong Ltd. 248 Des 
Veeux Road Central. for reco of 
possession af No, 248 Des Veeux 
Road Central and No. 10 Winglok 
Street, Mr. F. C. Jenkin appearing 
for the defendants contended that 
cases of severe hardship were likely 
to arise from the inclusion of certain 
words in the Ordinance. Full details 
of the case were given in vesterday’s 
issue! 

Addressing the Judge. 
said that he wished to place 
before his. Honour’ the case 
of the tenant who found himself in 
an unfortunate position. There 
might be other cases of a similar 
nature and his Honour might wish to 
make some judicial comment to show 
that the Ordinance has worked where- 
as it was proposed it would not be 
worked by this particular provision. 
namely inclusion of the paragraph 
worded” * . or shall 
have agreed in writing to quit.” 
These words were peculiar ta the local 
Ordinance. They did not appear in 
the Home Act, and at the time it was 
intended they should be included in 
this Ordinance. On the secoad read- 
ing of the Bill it was the only matter 
to which the attention of the Legisla- 
tive Council was drawn by counsel 
then appearing for the tenants. and 
it was pointed out that the hardship 
which this case so clearly exemplitied 
might pnsihly arixe. The landlord 
gave notice to his tenant. who with 
the fullest intention of complying. 
gave notice to his sub-tenant. Rely- 
ing on his sub-tenant to carry out his 
obligation, the tenant then wrote 
to the landlord stating that he had 
received notice and having in turn 
given notice to his sub-tenant. would 
accordingly quit under the notice 
as desired. In other words, because 
the tenant had the decency to write 
to the landlord acknowledging notice 
to quit he brought himself within 
the purview of this Ordinance and 
was thrown into the street. while the 
sub-tenant who made no acknow- 
ledement in writing was protected by 
the Ordinance. That agreement to 
quit by the tenant was given before 
the Ordinance came into force because 
he relied on the fact that the legisla- 
ture would leave unaffected by any 
new legislation.the rights that had 
already accrued to him. 

His Honour: All this was before 
the Ordinance was passed. 

Mr. Jenkin: Js not the case very 
much stronger where it can be proved

that the agreement to quit was made 


‘| before the Ordinance was passed. the 


tenant relying on the power which 
the law then gave him to eject the 
sub-tenaut, . 

His Houour:. You had the power. 

Mr. Jenkin: Ono July 4 we had 
the power to eject our sub-tenants 
but we gave them an extension of 
time because we were getting more 


time from the landlord ourselves, 

His Honour suggested that the 
tenant hud neglected"to take the 
necessary precautions. 

Mr. Jenkin: It was not neglect. 
All the parties prior to the Ordinance 
were oppressed by the shortage of 
accommodation, and the hospital, 
although it gave us notice to quit, 
rmitted us to remain on until we 
could get other premises, and we in 
turn premitted our sub-tenants to 
remain on. We did not eject the 
sub-tenants before July 4 because we 
had received further time from the 
landlord and had in turn given them 
further time. When finally we were 
told we would have to get out, if was 
too late to get an ejectmeut order 
before the Rents’ Ordinance became 
law. Consequently hardship is placed 
on the middle man relying on his 
right before the Ordinance was passed 
to get possession by giving notice to 
quit and he is deprived of the right 


unless in addition he gets from his |" 


tenants an agreement-in writing to 
quit or notice from them of their 
intention to quit. It is the inclusion 
of this paragraph that will bring 
before the Court in the course of time 
cases of extreme hardship. The man 
who acts decently with his superior 
Jandlord is the man who will be most 
hit. If he does nothing the Ordinance 
will protect him: if he acknowledges 
receipt of notice the law. will punish 
him for his decency by saying you 
have agreed to quit. The-Rents Bill 
was introduced and carried through 
to its final stage with such speed that 
it was impossible to start. ordinary

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His Honour: T take it that that 
is one af the reasons why very wide 
discretion is given to the Court. 

Mr. Jenkin: A further point is 
that che hospital did not come inte 
Court under any of the other clauses. 
Ther did not say they reasonably 
required the premises ot that we had 
committed any breach of our tenanev. 
The only ground they rely on for 
ejecting—and they are within their 
legal rights -is merely a feeling of 
annoyance among the directors of the 
hospital regarding the leaflets isned 
by the defendants. [submit that 
thisis an excellent case for the exercise 
of your diseretion. under sub-section 
4 for the suspension of ejectment 
Which L cannot legally dispute. and 
give us time to find other premises. 

Mr. C. G, Alabaster, who conducted 
}the defence. submitted that this was 
not a case for action under the section. 
The defendants had suffered no hard- 
ship and therefore order for ejectment 
should not be suspended. Any action 
in favour of the defendants must 
cause hardship to the tenants to whom 
the plaintifis had contracted to let 
the premises. 

His Honour: Who are now entitl- 
ed to come in on the standard rent. 

Mr. Alabaster continued that Mr. 
Jenkin had tried to show that the 
plaintiffs had acted inequitably in 
this matter, but he thought he 
could show that they had acted in a 
yety generous spirit. indeed. In 
recent vears most landlords had been 
in the habit of raising rents from time 
jto time. In’ this instance the land- 
lords were a charitable institution. 
Therefore the raising of rents did not 
benefit their own pockets but went to 
increase the income of the charity 
and extend its work. In advertising 
the premises for letting by public 
tender the plaintiffs were not attempt- 
ing to get an extortionate rent but to 
get the best rent possible in the in- 
terests of the hospital. Notwithstand.- 
ing that ther were granted a slight re- 
duction of the increased rent xanction- 
ed by the Sceretary for Chinese 
Affatrs, the defendants ixsued circulars 
reflecting on the director of the 
hospital and representing them as 
extortionate landlords, To refute 
these charges and not from any sense 
of pique. the plaintiffs decided to give 
the defendants notice and put the 
premises up for public tender to show 
that their demands were not extor- 
tionate. Defendants were given 
every grace and when-a letter was 
received from them that they had 
secured other premises the two houses 
were advertised for tender. The re- 
sult of the tenders —and defendants 
could also have tendered if they 
wished -more than justified the 
plaintifix’ action in raising the rents. 
Defendants had refuxed to vacate the 
premixes and plaintiffs were now 
threatened with legal proceedings 
by the successful tenderer. The 
defendants had amplx accommoda- 
tion ‘elsewhere for themselves and 
their sub-tenants, The object of the 
sub-section must be to give people a 
few days to find skelter but the 
defendants hud had ample time and 
there wax no sugeestion that if the 
order were made one of them would 
have to spend tke night in the rain. _ 

His Honour then gave judgment, 
as reported yesterday. in favaur of the 
plaintiffs, ordering ejectment but 
staying execution for seven days. 


ANOTHER ACTION. 


GODOWN GR DOMESTIC TENEMENT? 


Appearing for the landlord.in an- 
other action heard before Mr. J. R. 
Wood, the Puisne Judge, in the 
Summary Court yesterday, Mr. A. H. 
Crew characterised the case as one in 
which a dishonest tenant could profit 
by the Rents’ Ordinance to the detti- 
ment of the landloris. 

The plaintiff, Leung Lin Sau, a 
merchant of No. 96, Connaught 
Road West, said Mr. Crew, was the 
owner of leasehold premises known 
as No.'72, Connaught Road West, of 
which the defendants, the Him Sang 
Fat firm, af No. 41 Des Veeux Road 
West, were tenants on a monthly 
tenancy at a rental of $260 per month. 
Plaintiff terminated the tenancy by 
notice in writing dated July 4 on the 
ground that he required the premises 
for occupation as a residence for per- 
sons in his whele-time employment. 
Plaintiff claimed possession and mesne 
profits, 7 
The premises occupied by plaintiff 
having collapsed, continued Mr. Crew, 
hig client was in urgent need of 
accommodation for his fokis. He 
had succeeded in securing only limited 
accommodation at a prohibitive cost, 
Before the Ordinance came into force 
he gave the tenant notice to quit the 
houses which stand back to back, and 
are connected by openings in the wall, 
with Nos. 41, Des Vaux Road West, 
and 72, Connanght Road West.

SECRET RECESS. * 


CONTRABAND FOUND IN 
FILIPINO'S HOUSE. 


A Filipino named Jose de Castro,. 
who described himself as an eye 
specialist living at No. 16, Well 
ington Street, first floor, 
was this morning charged 
before Magistrate Orme, at the 
instance of Chief Preventive Officer 
Watt, with the unlawfal possession 
of seven taels of prepared non-Govern- 
ment opium, one “ Astra”. revolver, 
and 19 rounds of ammunition. 

Tnspector Watt said that he visited’ 
the flat at 1030 Jast night to search 
for contraband. [n the front part of 
the floor,-over the staircase, he dis- 
| covered a stcret recess in the wooden 
Partition extending wp to the 
floor above. The partition had 
false sides and top. In the top part 
of the partition he found the contra> 
band. The paper in which they were 
wrapped was ccvered with dust, and 
gave the impression that the contra- 
band had been hidden for a long 
time, . 

The defendant said that he knew 
nothing about the contraband, “Ie 
was not found in my box, dean or 
hed, so I cannot accept that it was 
in my possession.” 

Defendant alleged that he did not 
know of the existance of th> secret 
recess im the partition. The 
packers were dusty and must have 
been hidden for some time. He had 
lived in the house five months only 
and could produce the landlord's rent 
receipts to prove his statement. He 
assisted the Inspector to place chairs 
on the table to reach to top of the 
partition. Had he known contraband 
would be found there, he would not 
bave done so. 

The revolver, which, bore the name 
ef a Spanish firm was handed to the 
defendant, with a request by the 
Magistrate to translate it. While 
admitting that he understood Spanish, 
the defendant said that he was unable 
to translate the ‘inscriptions into 
English, “because he was not acqua- 
inted with firearms.” 

The Magistrate remanded the case 
until Saturday in order that Inspector 
Watt might find out something about 
the revolver—whether or not it was 
Spanish make. 

The defendant was allowed bail in. 
the sum of $500.

‘ clearance includinx free gucown, 

insurance, etc, will be allowed 
from ‘date of arrival or sale 
from which shall cover interest, 
godown, insurance and all 
charges, but the seller’s rights 
on buyer's failure to perform his 
obligation at due date of clear- 
ance shall be wholly uraffected 
by the provision for payment of 
the 1 per cent. hereinbefore 
contained. 

“The clause shall not be varied or 
affected in any way” by Chinese or 
‘other characters written or chopped 
on it by any person purporting fo 
be acting on behalf of either party.”

prepared rigidly to adhere to it 
(Hear, hear). He said that advised- 
ly, because there had been cases 
reported to the Committee of the past 
contract, which had been in force for 
some considerable time, being 
partially, if not wholly, ignored by 
some members of the Chamber, who 
subscribed to it. It might be that tke 
reports were false. He formally 
moved the adoption of the Com- 
mitree’s recommendations as to the 
local ‘standard form of fancy piece 
goods. 

Mr, J. L. Plummer seconded. 

Mr. Cousland asked whether it was 
proposed that the clauses should 
simply be added to the old contract, 
or were they.to be considered to be 
the entire terms of the contract. 
the latter, he was afraid there were 
‘one or two legal points which had 
been left out. 
~ The Ghairmap : I think the idea is 
that it should replace the old contract. 

Mr. Cousland. asked that if a con- 
tract for goods was made and the 
shipments were spread over three 
months, and the last shipment did 
not arrive in time, could the buyer 
turn reund and refuse to accept the 
goods? They had had cases taken to 
Court vpon the point and personally 
he felt rather aggrieved about it. It 
came under the Sales and Goods Act. 

Mr. van Anael said he had com- 
pared the present form with the old 
one, and found a good many differ- 
ences. There were two clauses in 
the old contract which were missed 
entirely in the proposed one, and he 


thought it advisable that they shruld | 


be inserted. The one referred to the 
question of shades. A couple of 
years ago they were told by Man 
chester that they ceuld not 
expect the exact imitation of 
old... shades ..of. samples, __and 
so far as he knew that had 


importers should be protected against 
deviation. The other addition refer- 
red to clause 3. He suggested it 
should be added that when the goods 
arrived in the market in an imperfect 
state buyers should take delivery, 
and any dispute with regard to 
quality, shade, etc., should be referred 
to arbitration. He thought that wes 
the custom in the Colony. 


Mr. Plummer (as Chairman of the 
Sub-Committee) said the sub-com- 
mittee had very carefully considered 
the very large number of contracts 
which were at present used in the 
Colony by various importers, and it 
was quite impossiole to. cover every: 
thing which some importers desired 
As to Mr. Cousland’s point, if any 
portion of the goods were late 
through unforeseen causes they were 
covered by common law. If they 
were late from some cause, for which 
they were responsible, then he was 
afraid they had to accept the re 
sponsibility. 

Mr. Cousland: Only for the late 
protion. Legally, they are entitled 
to throw back the whole of the goods.

The Chairman suggested that the 
points raised by Mr. Coustand and 
Mr. wan Andel would be covered, 
if clause 3 were akered to 
read as follows>—“Any dispute 
regarding quality, shade, finish, 
design, packing, delivery, late ship- 
tent or non-fulfilment of contract, 
ete, not settled amicably, shall be 
referred to arbitrators to be appointed 
by the Hongkong General Chamber 
of Commerce and their finding shall 
be binding on both parties.” 

Mr. Cousland suggested the addi- 
tion of the following clause >~"“Late 
or nen arrival of one or more lots not 
to affect other shipments under this 
contract. 

The Chairman announced that the

The additions mentioned by the 
Chairman ard Mr, Cousland were 
greed to, and the proposed contract, 
as amended, unanimously approved 
by the meeting. 

THE INCREASED SUBSCRIPTION. 

In introducing ‘the next question 
before the meeting, whieh he 
described as “‘ a rather important 
one "—the increased subscription, the 
Chairman remarked that the principle 
of increased capital for a progressive 
business was so familiar to members 
that it need not be laboured. The 
Chamber of Commerce was a busi- 
ness which had far exceeded its 
capital ard required increased 
revenue, in order to carry on its work 
efficiently. For many years, members 
had enjoyed the privileges that the 


inadequate annual subscription. 
This fact was enforced on the Com- 
mittee very strongly during ‘the war’ 
years, when work increased enorm- 
ously. The war had left a legacy 
which made the work even greater 
today. Times were not propi-ious, 
and the question of advancing the 
subscription had been postponed.
